at the first head of game that showed, and as pea fowl 
might be expected, I took my shot-gun in band. Half 
way up a rugged hill-side an old long-tail rose from 
among the beaters and gave me a fine cross shot which 
I took advantage of, knocking over old cocky with an 
8. 8. G. Ely wire cartridge at some 60 yards. I had 
hardly fired ere a loud grunt sounded from beside me 
as It were, and a blow in the pit of my stomach sent 
me down backwards with a crash. 

A fearful stampede Immediately ensued among my 
followers akthey yelled “ bear! bear 11" I scrambled 
to my feet and looked for the nigger who carried my 
rifle, but he was up a tree some ten yards away with 
the rifla slung over his Bhoulders. I cursed his father, 
mother, grand-father, and, in fact, all his ancestors, In 
true eastern style, but during these moments the bear 
was making its lumbering way down the ravine, 
whilst nty'iliree dogs wero yelling like furies. “Let 
go the dogs*’, I shouted, and In an instant Rip was lead¬ 
ing the two bitches after the bear, which I verily think 
he miatook for a pig. I grasped my rifle, kicked the 
gun bearer, ordered him to pick up my gun, and sped 
down the ravine after the dogs, who shortly begun to 
bay at a tremendous rate, ayrakening all the slumber¬ 
ing echoes of the hills and rocks. At this cheerful 
>d8und I cooled down and slackened Bpeed, for I knew 
that I had my enemy quite Bafe when Rip was once up*- 
on him. After ten minutes’ scrambling, followed by my 
followers at a respectful distance, 1 scrambled on to 
a high rock and spied my quarry at bay with his back 
to a boulder, whilst the three dogs were on various 
rocks around him. It was a stirring Bight: The fierce 
old he bear facing first one then another of his tor¬ 
mentors with bis paws up, looked very like a prize 
fighter surrounded by less skilled antagonists who knew 
the power of those swaying arms. At the sight of me 
the doga waxed more courageous, and dashed closer in 
towards those dangerous paws. For fear of harm I decid¬ 
ed to end the play, so raising my rifle deliberately, I 
planted the ball from my right barrel right In the cen¬ 
ter of the white horse shoe on biB breast, and rolled 
him over as dead and motionless as ever a bear was.

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A Trip to Syracuse Lake, Indiana. 

To The Field :— A1 Fresco’s letter, in your impres 
sion of the 11th inst., Interested me so much that I send 
you an account of a trip made with a similar object 
nut with different reaultB. To city clerks, who, like 
those who composed our party, have only the one vaca¬ 
tion in the year, it is a matter of paramount importance 
when going out, to select a place of which they know 
something, in order that they may waste no time in ac¬ 
quiring that knowledge of their sporting ground which 
in most places ensures success. It must be also with¬ 
in a convenient distance of a town in case of accidents, 
and sufficiently secluded toudmitof that solitude which 
is one of the chief enjoyments of all expeditions of the 
kind; for nothing is more annoying than the persistent 
attention you sometimes get favored with by the in¬ 
habitants of a large town. We knew nothing of the 
fashionable lake resorts iD the neighborhood of Chica¬ 
go, but as a visit to any of them would have entailed 
considerable expense and perhaps ultimate disappoint 
ment, we decided to hunt up a secluded spot, and, tak 
ing with us the bare necessaries of life, rely upon our 
rodB and guns for all luxuries. One of our party hap’ 
pened to have visited Syracuse back in the summer, 
and gave such a glowing account of the lake and fishing 
that we decided to try it. first however, giving him fair 
notice that if the lake did not prove attractive both in 
scenery and sport, be should taste more of it than he 
liked, for it would be a serious matter for us to lose 
our valuable timu and not have another chance till next 
year. Having purchased a tent and camp outfit we 
started for Syracuse, and here let me say a few words 
about one of the most lovely places it has been my good 
fortune to visit upon this continent. Syrticuse is lo¬ 
cated in Koscinsco county, Indiana. 110 miles from 
Chicago, and is reached by the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. The town, of some 500 or 600 inhabitants 
is pleasantly situated on the banks of a lake at the ex 
tremity of a beautiful valley, watered by Turkey creek 
It possesses a first-class school, several good stores, an 
hotel and saloon. The upper, or Syracuse lake, is di¬ 
vided from the lower, or Nine-mile lake, by a long rail 
way viaduct. 

On the arrival of our party of four, we secured the 
services of a guide, ana proceeded to prospect for 
camping site. The weather was delightful, and we 
soon came across a favorable spot, near Hammond’s 
landing, opposite Ogden Island, and about five priles 
below the town. Here we pitched tent, nod drew lots 
to see who was to be “ Molly” for the day. “ Molly," 
according to our rules, was the name of the cook for 
the day, ami any one applying another name was fined. 
By a singular chance the lot for the first day fell upon 
a guest who had traveled 800 miles to spend his holi¬ 
days with us, and this was the cause of much amuse¬ 
ment; indeed, it is singular small a thing will 
amuse people camping out; On are so overflowing 
with good spirits induced by thejresh air and exercise. 

I have no Bpace to say bow we enjoyed those seven 
days; we were a little early in the season for shooting, 
for although there were plenty of ducks, they were 
somewhat loo retiring in their manners to repay the 
trouble of watching for them. But of the fishing it is 
impossible to say enough. Huge black baas, five 
pounds weight, pike twiee that size, perch of course 
smaller but in larger quantities, great cat-fish, very 
ugly but very toothsome, pretty scenery, capital bath¬ 
ing and boating, all contributed to make up the most 
successful and agreeable outing it has ever been the 
writer’s lot to enjoy. Once a little incident threw a 
‘‘damper’’ over the party for a short time. One of our 
number, now in Europe, got a jar of that vile concoc¬ 
tion, yclept by the vulgar “ benzine," “ ’twould be so 
handy in case of sicknesB or visitors, you know," and 
the very day the visitors arrived the jar disappeared; 
we had innocently supposed that the inhabitants were 
temperance men, and left the “ craytbur" under a tree. 

We experienced great kindness from Mr. Crittenden, 
the 4-gent of the B. & O. R. R., and Doctor Kelly, of 
Syracuse, who kindly entertained us at parting, and a 
jollier, more sunburnt lot of fellows never left by that 
night train for Chicago. 

To those contemplating a duck crusade this fall, 
Syracuse offers more inaucemebts than any place I 
know. Boats are plenty and cheap, and a little steamer, 
the “ Modoc Star,” makes trips round the lake, ana 
will call at an^^unp by signal. To the naturalist and 
lover of soliu^Vtbe lake offers many inducements: 
every variety ^Prater bird, from the lordly crane and 
laughing loon to the pretty kingfisher, abounds, while 
some of the high banks are thickly wooded, and there 
are numerous Island#, on the banks of which good rod 
fishing can be obtained. A small hotel occupies an 
island in the upper part of the lake, and sportsmen 
will be always made welcome, but " crede expert©”

the peccary that has 
motion, if it be merely the legs of an animal, it charges 
upon, as we have seen; while the buffalo, which is less 
spontaneously pugnacious, may regard the same as an 
oDject of stupid suspicion, or of headlong, blundering 
terror. The buffalo must be wounded to turn upon the 
pursuer, and then the cbaVge of the goaded and frantic 
monster, being always in a straight line, is disarmed ef 
half its dangerous character, as the hunter is thus 
readily enabled to elude the effects by a quick side 
motion. 

The eye of the horse being more prominently placed, 
it is enabled soon to acquire this facility of advantage; 
and it is most surprising with what wary confidence 
the trained steeds of a Black-feet, Sioux, or 
Comanche will dash in and through an interminable 
herd of these prodigious beasts, winding in and wind¬ 
ing out, amidst the surging tumult of horns and heels, 
without receiving a scratch. 

On no other conditions could this powerful animal be 
assailed with sufficient effect to answer the requisitions 
of the numerous tribes upon it for their yearly subsis 
tence. Were they able only to assail the outskirts of 
the herds, the foraging they might do would be me a 
gcrly enough eked out u|H>d the weakly bodies of the 
sick and wounded superannuated liDgerers. 

Indeed, were the buffalo possessed of the Bnme alert, 
high-headed and agile motions of the mustang, in ad¬ 
dition to the “bovine rage’’ with which it seems so easi¬ 
ly inspired, the weight of the fore-parts of its body, 
and of the closely-packed, incalculable columB in 
which it moves, of choice, would make it the most for¬ 
midable brute on earth, and enable it to trample the 
mightiest armies of men like grass in its path. There 
is no object in nature so terrible us the headlong ad¬ 
vance ot a great herd* of these animals thoroughly 
aroused by terror. Niagara itself is not more tre¬ 
mendously resistless than that black, bellowing torrent 
which is thus sometimes poured through narrow defiles 
of Rocky Mountain steppes, or which is suddenly 
turned loose like a new roaring flood, to overwhelm the 
slant and trembling plains. 

No sights equalling this are witnessed elsewhere on 
the face of the earth, though South Africa exhibits an 
approximating parallel in the migratory movements of 
the Springbok and other antelopes, to which we shall 
refer. A herd of elephant bulls, may be, and is prop¬ 
erly esteemed “ pro-di-gi-ous," by English adventurers 
in that direction, but the 
native bison of our plaii 
have no real parallel except those in which our people 
urge and act towards a given point of empire! 

When we come to think that a rough estimate, more 
than seventy thousand souls of our native tribes upon 
the plains, depend, the year round, solely upOD the 
■laughter of buffalo for food, covering, and in a great 
measure, implements, and then put this together, with 
the consideration that prob&bly not more than one out 
of twenty of the animals Blain is consumed, beyond the 
mere hide or hump, by these thriftless and wasteful 
fieople, some estimate may be formed of the aggregate 
increase necessary to keep up a supply for the demand 
in this one quarter. 

The inroads of ourown race upon them, though great, 
are as yet comparatively insignificant. We are merely 
guided by the utilities, Bnd have slaughtered them 
rather as objects of necessary food, than of commer¬ 
cial interchange and profit. The wealth and dignity of 
the Indian warrior, on the other hand, is nearly pro¬ 
portioned to the number of buffalo-robes he can afford 
to dispose of to the traders, and therefore this article is 
to him the representative of value. Hence he follows 
upon the track of the migratory herd, and when undis¬ 
turbed, continues to slay them with the sole and im¬ 
provident reference to the value of the skins at the 
nearest trading post; while the object of food, amidst 
its reeking abundance, is merely an incidental one. 
As it may chance he merely cots out some tit-bit from 
the individual slain, or leaves it, after stripping the 
skin, to the wolves who follow faithfully in the wake 
of their sure purveyor. 

The extent to which this reckless massacre iB, and 
has been habitually carried by the prairie Indians, can 
hardly be computed; yet we have the strange and_ sig¬ 
nificant fact that they have among them no tradition 
even of an appreciable diminution in the numbers of 
the buffalo thus wantonly slaughtered by them from 
remotest periods, which antedate the first appearance 
of the white man upon their plains with his sulphurous 
and panic-spreading engines of destruction. From this 
ominous event the tribes date those fatal refluxes In the 
stated periods and courses of migration of the herds, 
which have been attended by most disastrous famines 
among their people. Before this hated coming they 
and their fathers had been accustomed to calculate, 
with

and could move with or follow them at leisure and with 
confidence; but suddenly the mighty herds have snuffed 
some hidden danger on the tainted breeze, and break¬ 
ing away in mad and scattered career over the plains, 


___ _ was now 

first more nearly Interpreted by the sure instincts of 
their brute co-occupants of these great solitudes and in 
these wild panics, distant, so unaccountable to them at. 
first, they soon learned to recognize a mysterious ap¬ 
prehension of the remote advance of that destroying 
power, the realization of which has now, though later, 
come to them more clearly. The brute sense proved 
surer than the man's in this, as in all other instances in 
which circumstances have enabled us to measure its 
actions and their results in regard to the approaches of 
•our race into the wilderness of earth with the fearful 
appliances of civilization. The shudder of approach¬ 
ing dissolution has already passed through all those 
vast herds, as well as felt in the awed souls of these 
savage hunters. 

Of all the modes of hunting the buffalo practiced by 
the prairie tribes, there is no one, the accompaniments 
of which are of Buch characteristic and terrible wild¬ 
ness, as that of which the lithograph given is a strik¬ 
ingly accurate delineation. The Indians are driving a 
maddened herd of buffalo over the edges of one of 
those tremendous prairie rifts or eanonei, as they are 
sometimes incorrectly called by the border men. These 
are vast yawning fissures, which suddenly open on the 
great Plano Butacado, which stretches in one prodig¬ 
ious plain from the foot of the Rocky Mountains to the 
head waters of the Red River, Arkansas, &c. Mr. 
Kendall’s description of this scene in his Santa Fe Ex¬ 
pedition, is so nearly accurate, that l give it here in his 
own words. 

We had Bcsrcely proceeded Bix mileB, after drying 
our blankets, when we suddenly came upon 'another 
immense rent or chasm in the earth, exceeding in depth 
the one w e had so much difficulty in crossing the day 
before. No one was aware of its existence until we 
were immediately upon its brink, when a spectacle, 
exceeding in grandeur anything we bud previously be¬ 
held, came suddenly in view. Not a tree, or bush, no 
outline whatever, marked its position or course, and 
we were all lost in amazement, as one by one we left 
the double-file ranks and rode up to the verge of the 
yawning abyss. ... . , , 

In depth ft could not be less than eight hundred feet, 
was from three to five hundred yards in width, and at 
the point where we first struck it, the sidcB were near¬ 
ly perpendicular. A sickly BenBution of dizziness 
was felt by all as we looked down, as it were, into the 
depths of the earth. In the dark and Darrow valley 
below, an occasional spot of green relieved the eye, 
and a small stream of water, now rising to the view,

standing, modelled by the wear of the water, undoubt¬ 
edly, yet so perfect in form that.we could with difficul¬ 
ty be brought to believe that the head of man had not 
fashioned them. The rains of centuries, falling upon 
an immense prairie, had here formed a reservoir, 
and their workings upon the different veins of earth 
and stone had formed these strange and fanciful 
Bhapes. 

Before reaching the chasm wc had crossed numerous 
large frails, leading little more to the west than we 
were traveling; and the experience of the previous day 
had led us to suppose that they all terminated at a com¬ 
mon crowing near by. In this conjecture we were not 
disappointed, for a trot of half an hour brought us into 
a large road, the thoroughfare along which millions of 
Indians, buffalos and mustangs had evidently traveled 
for years. Perilous as the descent appeared, we well 
knew that there was no other near. The leading mule 
was again urged forward, the steadier and older horses 
were next driven over the sides, and the more skittish 
and intractable brought up the rear. Once in the nar¬ 
row path, which led circuitously down the descent, 
there was no turning back, and our half-maddened 
animals finally reached the bottom in safety. Several 
large stones were loosened from their fastenings by our 
men, during this frightful descent; these would leap, 
dash and thunder down the precipitous sides, and strike 
against the bottom far below us with a terrific and re¬ 
verberating crash. - 

We found a running strealfr on reaching the lower 
level of the chasm, on the opposite Bide of which was a 
romantic dell, covered with short grass, and a few scat¬ 
tered cotton-woods. A large party of Indians had en¬ 
camped on this very spot but a few days previous, the 
wilted limbs of the trees and other “ signs showing 
that they had made It a resting place. We, too, halted 
a couple pt hours to give ourhorfles an opportunity to 
graze and rest themselves. The trail, which led up on 
the opposite side, was discovered a short dUtance 
above ub, to the south, winding up the steep and rug¬ 
ged sides of the acclivity.

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their appearance or architectural order, and bo much 
of chaste grandeur was there about them, that we were 
lost In wonder and admiration. Sometimes the breast¬ 
works, as of forts, would be plainly visible; then again 
the frowning turrets of some castle of the olden time. 
Cumbrous pillars of some mighty pile, such as Is dedi¬ 
cated to religion or royalty,-were scattered about; regu¬ 
larity was strangely mingled with disorder and ruin, 
and nature had done It alU Niagara has been consider¬ 
ed one of her wildest freaks, but Niagara sinks into 
insignificance when compared with the wild grandeur 
of this awful chasm—this deep, abyssmal solitude, as 
Carlyle wpuld call it. Imagination carried us back 
to Thebes; to Palmyra, and to ancient Athens, and 
we could iiot help thinking that we were now among 
their ruins. 

Our passage out of this place was effected with the 
reatest difficulty. We were obliged to carry our rifles, 
olsters, and Baadlebags in our hands, and in clamber¬ 
ing up a steep pitch, one of the horses, striking his 
shoulders againBt a projecting rock, was precipitated 
some Hftfenor twenty feet directly upon his back. All 
thought he must be killed by the fall; but, strangely 
enough, he rose immediately, shook himself, and & sec¬ 
ond effort in climbing proved more successful—the ani¬ 
mal had hot received"the slightest injury. 

By the; middle of the afternoon we were all safely 
across, after passing some live or six hours completely 
shut out from the world. Again we found ourselves 
upon the level prairie, and in looking hack, after pro¬ 
ceeding some hundred yards, not a sign of the im¬ 
mense chasm was visible. The plain we were then up¬ 
on was at least one hundred and fifty miles in width, 
and the two chasms I have mentioned were the reser¬ 
voirs of the heavy body of rain which falls during the 
wet season, and at the same time its conductors^ the 
running streams. The prairie is undoubtedly the larg¬ 
est in the world, and the canons are in perfect keeping 
with the size of the prairie. Whether the waters which 
run into them sink into them, or find their way to the 
Canadian, is a matter of uncertainty—but I am inclined 
to believe the latter is the case. 

This description is accurate as the language is strik¬ 
ing—no language, indeed, can fully convey tue sudden 
appal with which this gaping waste of piled aud torn 
Immensity tills one coming upou it for the first time. It 
forms a stern and most characteristic feature of these 
dreary steppes, that climb through thousands of miles 
by imperceptible slopes towards the white soaring 
crests of the Rocky Mountain chuin. 

The buffalo trails leading from every conceivable di¬ 
rection to center at the far separated crossing places, 
are, most probably, as old as the face of the continent, 
and are frequently themselves worn into -deep and im¬ 
practicable guljies, as you approach the point of fcon- 
vergeace, by the tramp of myriad hoofs through unre¬ 
corded centuries. 

Nothing-more strongly Indicates the'fatuitous reck¬ 
lessness ot the Indian tribes, whose sole dependence is 
upon (his animal, than the coustant recurrence of such 
wanton and wholesale massacres as this of which we 
give an illustration. Although the buffalo, for causes 
at which 1 have hinted, are yearly becoming less acces¬ 
sible to them—whether their numbers be so apprecia¬ 
bly diminished in value or not, yet they persist, as of 
old, whenever they cau come upon a herd, however im¬ 
mense, feeding iu suob relative position to one of these 
rifts as to offer the inducement of possible success, in 
urging the panic-stricken masses over the sudden abyss, 
where, bounding from rough point to point—down! 
down!—their great bodies are piled in a huge hecatomb 
of blackened, writhing, sweltering slaughter, such as 
could rejoice only these Red Demons of destruction. 

Next to this, in wholesale wantonness, among the 
methods of hunting buffalo peculiar to their Indian foes 
is the “Prairie Surround.” The widely scattered line 
of the Surround, enclosing some valley containing a 
herd, is rapidly closed up Dy the yelling warriors com¬ 
posing it, who drive the frightened animals from its cir¬ 
cumference, urging towards a center, where, precipi¬ 
tated in the headlong crush upon each other, the help¬ 
less mass sways, bellowing—while amidst the dust- 
clouds of their collision, ths forms of the warriors, who 
have leaped from their horses upon the backs of the 
buffalfc, may be dimly seen treading the horned tumult 
with florae gestures, and wielding the long lance as a 
rope dancer does bis balance pole, with the slight dif¬ 
ference, that with nearly every step they thrust its 
sharp point down through joint and marrow, be¬ 
tween the spine and skull of some new victim, whose 
shaggy back they have but pressed In passing with 
their moccasined feet. Thousands are thus slaughtered 
in a few moments. 

This scene, as weird and wild as it is real, tames, by 
contrast, all midnight phantasmagoria beneath the blaze 
of the noon-tide. 


—The French laws regulating hunting have some 
peculiarities. The huntsman must have a license, and 
licenses are not Issued to men who have been im¬ 
prisoned for felonies or have been convicted of damag¬ 
ing trees or crops while hunting, nor to any who are 
under sixteen years of age, unless parents or guardians 
request It. The price ofa license is twenty-five francs, 
A land-owner, however, may hunt unrestrictedly on his 
own ground. Fashion prescribes that a huntsman 
should wear a hat shaped somewhat like a double- 
peaked Jockey-cap and adorned with a silver horseshoe; 
a dark rad or hlue coat with many pockets; trousers 
buttoning at the knees to long yellow gaiters; and a 
game-bag slung over his shoulder. This would Beem 
to infer tnat the owner of land has no power to exclude 
any “legal" hunter from hla premises—a restriction 
which could never obtain in thlB republic nor ought 
anywhere, as it Is at once destructive to those rights of 
ownership handed down to us that a “ man's house is 
his castle."

Early Development of Sporting Dogs. 

To The Field: — I was much surprised when your is¬ 
sue of August 21st reached me, to find the following 
statement in a letter from Mr. Waddell: 

“A pointer must be at least two, and a setter three 
years old before be will be well broken and experienced 
in the field, and yet with many—very many—if their 
dogs do not show extra noses and perform well at 
eighteen months old, they complain that he is worth¬ 
less.” 

There are few men in the country whose opinions on 
dogs I esteem as highly as Mr. W’s, for the reason that 
he has gained his knowledge In a school of extensive 
and varied practical experience. I consider his writ¬ 
ings of great intrinsic value, and think that they will 
bear as close criticism for utility and good Sense, as 
any that appear in our sporting journals. Neverthe¬ 
less, I think he has erred, and I join issue with him de¬ 
cidedly on the points I have quoted, but more especial¬ 
ly on the eighteen months required for a dog to show 
nose, etc. 

I do not think that it takes a setter any longer than 
a pointer to become well broken and experienced in 
the Held. I have hundled many dogs of both breeds, 
and while I admit that the pointer is more tractable 
(by this I mean only quieter and less headstrong), 1 do 
not think he is any more intelligent or that he learn* 
any quicker. The pointer is, perhaps, less likely to 
forget his training between seasons if neglected, but 
the forgetfulness of the setter comes from the dash 
which eudears him to the thorough, ull day Bportsmen, 
and is as liable to be manifested at the end of six 
as of three years, indeed it may appear at any age so 
long as the dog retains his strength and spirits, yet on 
the other baud, if properly exercised and controlled 
during the close Beasou, the setter will be us steady as 
any pointer at the opening of the shooting, so the nat¬ 
ural forgetfulness goes for nothing. 

In my opinion, one year is ample time for mere 
breaking. 1 mean by this that if well bandied, a dog 
one year old, will be as well broken (not experienced 
on game) as a dog of three or four years. I know that 
dogs of my own raising when one year old, will charge 
to-word or hand, retrieve well, stop aud advance any¬ 
where by word or hand, come to heel at word or band, 
quarter their ground, and obey me promptly in general 
1 have had not oue only, but every dog of my own 
bringing up for the last fifteen years, do all when one 
year old, and when I have found a dog that I could not 
break thus, a charge of shot on the water has relieved 
me of further trouble with the dullard. Now this is all 
I claim to do in breaking, but you may be sure I have 
not gone to all this trouble without testing the dog for 
nose and staunchness; so that I know 1 shall be repaid 
for my work. Beyond this breaking, the balance of 
the dog's education is a matter of mere experience on 
game, and this he gains season by season so long as he 
lives. I have never seen a dog yet that was perfect at 
the end of any one year, or at any certain age, since he 
continue^ to improve with every day's work up to the 
time of his retirement from the field, just as a mechan¬ 
ic acquires fast dexterity with every year, though he 
may have mastered the rudiments of his trade at the 
outstart. Whether a dog has a mind or mere instinct, 
either is capable of development, and doeB develop 
continually, not stopping at two, three, or even ten 
years, if he lives so long. A sportsman who under¬ 
stands working a young dog, should be able to buy one 
that will do good work at one year old, provided he has 
been born at such a time of the year that the breaker 
has been able to shoot over him for one season. For 
instance, a dog born in December or January should be 
put into the field the next October, and by the end of 
the year the three montbB of practical work he has had, 
should render him fit to go into th? hands of a careful, 
experienced man, who will finish him to suit himself. 

I think such dogs would give more real satisfaction to 
thorough sportsmen than any others, as the owners 
would get more seasons’ work out of their animals than 
if bought later in life, and at the same time they would 
be spared the drudgery attending the early breaking. 

Of course such dogs will not do for men of little expe¬ 
rience, for obvious reasons. Such men will find it to 
their advantage to buy steady, well broken old dogs, 
and by the time they have worn others out, they will 
be competent to bring up and break young ones in a 
creditable manner. The first two or three doge I own¬ 
ed I bought from a really good breaker, they and ob¬ 
servation taught me all I now know, and in the lost 
eighteen years 1 have bought but two broken dogs, and 
those for stock purposes only. 

Ab for waiting eighteen months to know whether a 
dog has nose or not, I consider that a great aud useless 
waste of time. I will not own a dog that will not point 
by sight and note at six months. The nose alone I can 
always test in a very simple manner; I test it while 
teaching my dog to retrieve. For retrieving I use a 
tight roTl of woolen cloth, about four inches long and an 
inch and a half through; this 1 keep constantly in a 
game pocket of my shooting coat, so that it acquires an 
odor perceptible to the dog. My last lessons in retriev¬ 
ing consist in teaching the dog t« seek for the roll in 
the grass, or a stump, or behind a stone, and when I 
find a dog that can scent the roll as he passes it in his 


gallop, and'tum instantly , going straight to It, I have 
no further doubt of bis nose. 1 have never been de¬ 
ceived in this, and consider it certain that a dog which 
displays nose out of the hunting field, will not fail when 
he comes on birds. 

Dogs are like children, some are precocious, others 
not. Mr. Laverack says his dogs will point, back and 
raDge Instinctively when six months old. These are 
the animals that we want in this country, where few 
men keep more than one dog, and consequently, with 
justice, feel greatly disappointed if they have to wait 
an undue length of time for him to show work. For¬ 
tunately such dogs can be bred as easily as any others 
by careful selection of the parents. I consider the true 
test of a stock not the qualities displayed by its broken 
and experienced representatives, but rather the early 
development of its members. The former may really 
represent in a great measure the abilities of the breaker 
and not of the dogs, but the latter is Nature herself 
showing out. When I can see a young dog make a 
handsome, unmistakable Btaunch point by nose, no 
matter what on, I have no doubt of his future if prop¬ 
erly handled. I have said I will not own a dog which 
will not point at six.months old. I have seen many 
whelps that would point chickens, pigeons, or anything 
that attracted their notice, before leaving their dame' 
tide. The last native bitch I owned did three consec¬ 
utive days good work on woodcock, just nine days be¬ 
fore she was six months old. She had as much point 
in her as any bitch I ever saw, and so had all of her 
stock with one exception. This bitch had a litter by 
her own brother, aud every one would work and stand 
when six monthB old. -Bo much for native stock, now 
for imported. My Kathleen, by Knowing, out of Kelty, 
pure Irish, would stand to sight as long as her little legs 
would hold her up when three months old. My Field 
Trial bitch Di, by Leicester out of Dart, would stand 
at Jive, and Queen Mab, also Field Trial, by Daw out 
of Nelly, that I imported front Mr. Llewellen's kennel, 
would stand staunchly, both by sight or nose, when she 
came to me at nine months old, and had done so for a 
number of mouths before leaving England. My other 
dogs I imported when older, so 1 cannot say when they 
began to point. I do not consider these dogs of mine 
rare exceptions; there are maDy others as good, and 
dogs of this style are the only ones worth raising. 

There can be no question that thiB early development 
is a matter of the highest importance. No man wants 
to wait eighteen months or two years to find nut whether 
he has got a dog of which he may be proud, or a cur 
not worth his keep. Even if the pup be not capable of 
bard work till bones and muscles grow strong with age, 
it is one of the moat pleasing sights to a sportsman 
when his youngster points staunchly at a few months 
old, and this gives the strongest assurance that he will 
repay the time and trouble, perhaps expense of break¬ 
ing. 

I claim that dogs of this kind can be bred with cer¬ 
tainty from selected specimens. By this, I mean Bires 
and dams which have themselves developed early, and 
which have been well broken. The latter I deem as 
essential in the highest degree in all slock dogs, since 
the qualities thus called out are, I believe, as hereditary 
as any physical attributes. There arc dogs now in the 
stud with nothing but their pedigree to recommend 
them, dogs which have never been broken, and which, 
when tried on birds, have shown no disposition to point 
or take any notice of them; yet they are considered 
good stock animals simply because of their blood. 1 
say blood alone will not do; we must have blood and 
working qualities before we can reasonably expect good 
produce. I go a step further, and say that if a bitch is 
hunted while carrying her whelps, these will take to 
their work earlier, from the influence they receive in 
utcro through the dam. I have tried this, and I know 
it to be so. When I cannot work a pregnant bitch, 
owing to the season, I take my gun and kill a few 
smallbirds over her, simply to keep the field instinct 
keenly alive, and so influence her yet unborn young. 
Let any one who doubts this principle test it fairly, and 
he will become convinced of its truth and utility. By 
careful selection of precocious aud well broken animals 
and by working the pregnant bitch, I or any one can 
breed pups which will show good work long before they 
have the frames to stand fatigue. This is especially 
desirable now, when the get of imported dogs command 
prices which men may reasonably refuse to pay, unless 
they can be assured that they will get their money’s 
worth; and no assurance can be more forcible or satis¬ 
factory than the reputation of a stock for early devel¬ 
opment, or the exhibition of field qualities to the buy¬ 
er. Only last week a gentleman wrote me complaining 
that he had been deceived twice in buying high priced 
pups, and bis cbbo is only one of hundreds, yet these 
same pups may turn out well at eighteen months or 
two years. If I cannot breed good dogs at six months 
old, I wont have any, and-I would not take as a gift 
any dog that I must wait eighteen months for, even if 
he has a pedigree as long as a man-of-war’s pennant 
from the bluest blooded stock in the world.

C. G., Frankfort. Is there any sure cure for dis- 
temper, or any means of preventing its appearance? 
Anb.—T here is no treatment which will apply to all 
cases. The best authorities declare distemper to re¬ 
semble typhoid fever in human beings, and prescribe 
treatment suitable to that disease. The remedies which 
act uponjhe human system generally work well in the 
dog. There Is no preventative which can be relied on. 

W. W. F., N. Y. How can I break a young dog of 
chasing his birds? He will stand till the bird rises, 
and then chase in spite of all I^n do. Ans.—P ut a 
collar on him. and tie to it a coiKtf about 20 yards 
length. Hold the end in youi^nnd, and when he 
chases cry down or charge, and jerk the cord as strong¬ 
ly as passible, so as to throw him down roughly. Con¬ 
tinue till he is cured, which will probably be In a few 
lessons. 
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E. P., Indianapolis. What can I do for a young 
dog that has the rheumatism in the hiad auarters so 
badly that he cannot stand up, but drops bn legs as if 

E aralyzed? Ans. —Put him in a warm bath as not as 
e can bear, covering the tub with a blanket, so as to 
keep the heat in. Steam him thoroughly, then rub him 
dry, and rub into the limbs and along the spine a lini¬ 
ment composed of equal parts of laudanum, spirits of 
turpentine and ammonia. Use (he liniment twice a day, 
and keep the bowels open by a small dose of salts or 
an enema of warm water and soap. Feed lightly on 
vegetable diet._ _ _ 

The Greyhound. 

The greyhound is one of the tallest of the canine 
race, growing commonly to the height of about thirty 
inches, but sometimes exceeds this oy ten or twelve 
inches. The legs being long and muscular, the abdomen 
contracted, ana the loins strong, the dog has advan¬ 
tages over any other kind for speed and endurance. 
His jaws are elongated, so that he may sleze his prey 
when at full speed; his neck is long, so that he may 
lift his head high for sighting game, and he is as re¬ 
markable for his keenness of vision as the bloodhound 
for his scent. ' 

Representations of the greyhound are to be found on 
the oldest Egyptian monuments, and the breed Is sup¬ 
posed to have originated in western Asia. The color 
and fur of the animal have been rnnch varied by cli¬ 
mate influences. The English greyhounds, kept for 
centuries for the sport of coursing, are the fastest of 
the species, and their hair is moderately smooth, the 
colors being black, slaty gray or fawn. The power of 
following game by scent is entirely absent in the Eng¬ 
lish dog; while the Scotch greyhound (probably some¬ 
what crossed with a deerhound) is remarkable for its 
keenness of nose. The Irish greyhound is very strong, 
muscular and courageous, ana will generally come on 
best in a combat with a wolf. 

In coursing it is usual to match two greyhounds 
against each other, and they are fastened by their col¬ 
lars to a leathern thong, with a snap hook operated by 
a string. Boys go into the field, and beat the grass or 
other crop with long sticks; a hare gets up and runs. 
The starter, when the hare has attained some distance, 
pulls the Btring of the leash, and away go the dogs, 
side by side and close together, with the speed of the 
wind. The hare would soon be run down were it not 
for its remarkable facility for suddenly doubling on Its 
pursuers; and it will execute this manoeuvre so rapidly 
as to run right past the dogs and away in the contrary 
direction before they can turn to catch it. But the su¬ 
periority in endurance of the greyhounds in time wears 
out the hare, and the fleeter of the two dogs will surely 
catch it at last, killing it instantly by one squeeze on 
the ribs with its long and powerful jaws .—Forest and 
Stream. _ 
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Brook Trout Culture on Long Island. 

Mr. A. J. Hinds, of Patchogue, L. L, writes to the 
Germantown Telegraph: Notwithstanding the preva¬ 
lent idea that brook-trout need rapid mountain streams 
for their fullest development, still the fact remains that 
Long Island trout bring twenty-five cents more per 
pound in the New York market than Canada trout or 
any north of this latitude. Our natural advantages are 
obvious: 

1. Never-failing springs of pure soft water that 
never vary in temperature but a trifle. 

2. The nature of the soil is porous and nearly level, 
thus precluding the possibility of freshests, which are 
serious obstacles in all hilly countries to success in this 
business. 

8. The great variety of cheap food in the shape of 
menhaden or moss-bunkers, minnows, &c., besides fiBh 
scraps and worms, to be had at the numerous fish 
or oil factoriesjin this vicinity, which costs less than 
one cent per pound. 

4. Last, but not least, is the fact that this is getting 
to he a very fashionable resort for New York sports¬ 
men to cast the fly in the proper season. 

Long Island trout bring on an average one dollar per 
pound in the New York market; and the only reason I 
have beard urged against engaging extensively in the 
business is the fear of overdoing it. But of this there 
is no kind of danger Thirty-five years ago I was en¬ 
gaged in raising brook-trout for parties at Saratoga 
Springs, the. price then was twenty-five cents per pound, 
or three cents apiece (if alive). In 1860 I came along 
to Long Island, the price then was about forty cents 
per pound on an average. Then our brooks were all well 
stocked. Now the price has more than doubled, and 
scarcely any trout remain in their wild condition. Such 
is the avariciousnesB of pot-fishers. Several of my 
neighbors have been engaged some years in the busi¬ 
ness on a small scale, began with no capital, and clear 
from one to two thousand dollars a year. 

I will add there is no doubt in my mind but that the 
cheapest lands within 50 miles of New York are in this 
vicinity at the present time; but all containing Btreams 
are being bought up and improved for country residen¬ 
ces and trout-ponds by city capitalists for private use. 
This makes plenty of market for young fry. 

I will write a few Bbort articles on cultivating brook- 
trout on natural principles, having made this a specialty 
for several years; and I flatter myself I have aAainea 
the only sure modus operandi of success. 

A Strange Fish. —A Halifax paper says: Mr. H. W. 
Johnson, of the Marine jmd Fisheries Department, has 

f (resented to the Provi^Hl Museum a large sized spec- 
men of the Physalisjnagiea, or Portugese man-of- 
war, as the strange thing is called by sailors. It was 
caught off the.mouth of tne harbor yesterday morning. 
The speolmen agrees with the description given by nat¬ 
uralists. Its body is oblong, and consists of an air Back, 
so constructed that the creature floats on the surface of 


the water. It has numerous appendages hanging from 
its side. With these It procures its prey. Some of 
these appendages, it is said, are capable of extension 
to twelve or eighteen feet, and they possess a remark¬ 
able stinging power. It Is a common trick with sailors 
to make a nevice pick up one of these fish, whose beau¬ 
tiful colors klways attract attention; tbe novice Is sure 
to receive a sting, not merely a local pain, but one to 
produce constitutional Irritation. 

Fish Notes. 

—Two devil-flsb are on exhibition in a San Francisco 
market. They measure twelve feet from end to end of 
their arms or tentacles. Each has twenty of them, 
and the strongest swimmer would he lost—that is, 
sucked In ana done for—if clasped by even three or 
four of the arms. 

—A monster devil fish was caught at Fernandina, 
Fla., recently. The blood which escaped from him 
colored the water for about ten feel on either side. He 
was 16 feet in width and 15 In length. His fins were 
about four feet long, and his tail about the same length 
and not much larger than a person's Anger. His mouth 
opened to the width of two feet and was eighteen inch¬ 
es in length, and projecting from each side of it was a 
feeler about one foot wide and two feet long, which be 
rolled up and unrolled at will. 

—A Long Island farmer appeared in New London the 
other day with an immense fare of sea basa, a fish re¬ 
cently very scarce in the sound, and a few days after 
he came in %ith 4,000 pounds more Several men tried 
to flDd out his secret, but were unsuccessful, till three 
crafty fishermen followed him around Montauk Point, 
in the night, and found him anchored in a cove, where 
they alRO threw In, and returned home with 3,200 fiBh, 
five or six times as many as other fishermen had been 
able to take in the entire season.

CHAMPIONSHIP GAMES. 


The Grace Darling of America. 

Ida Lewis, the heroine of Lime Rocks, has again ad¬ 
ded another name to the long list of lives which she 
has saved. A sailboat, in which were John Irving, of 
Stonington, and Fred Stetsworth, of Broadflcld, N. J., 
capsized recently in Newport harbor. They were seen 
by Frank Pendleton and Mr. Sargent, of Boston, from 
the shore, and by Ida Lewis from her home, at tbe 
light-house od the Lime Rocks, at the same time. Both 
parties went to tbe rescue in boats, Ida saving one of 
the men in an exhausted condition, and the two Boston 
men SAving the other man. 

Miss Lewis, who is deservedly called the Grace Dar¬ 
ling of America, first came into prominence in 1866, 
when, on one of the coldest and most blustering days 
ever known in this latitude, she saved the life of a sol¬ 
dier who had started for a sail on the'harbor in a light 
skiff. One day, in tbe autumn of 1867, while a terrible 
gale was raging, two men set out to cross the harbor 
with several sheep, and in trying to rescue one that had 
fallen overboard, came near swamping their boat. 
Seeing their peril from the window of her father’s light¬ 
house, MisB Lewis went to their aid, and, after lahaing 
them safely, went back and rescued the sheep. But 
her greatest exploit was performed on the 29th of 
March, 1869, when a boat containing two young sol¬ 
diers and a boy was struck by a squall in the harbor 
and overturned. Though ill at the time, Ida rushed 
out of the house, launched her life-boat, sprang in, with I 
neither hat on her head nor Bhoes on her feet, reached 1 
the wreck just in time to save the two sailors as they 
were about losing their hold, from exhaustion, the boy 
having meanwhile perished, and rowed them to the 
light-house. 

Miss Lewis should be amoDg tbe first to receive tbe 
new decoration to be bestowed by Congress for heroic 
deeds in savin g life. _ 

Can Birds Converse? —Dr. Charles C. Abbott cites 
the following occurence to show that birds possess 
some mode of conveying ideas to one another. In 
1872 a pair of catbirds were noticed carrying mate¬ 
rials for a nest to a patch of blackberrv-briers hard by. 
To test their ingenuity, Dr. Abbott took a long, narrow 
strip of muslin, too long for one bird conveniently to 
cariy, and placed it on the ground in such a position 
as to be seen by the birds when searching for material. 
In a few moments, one of the catbirds spied the strip 
and endeavored to carry it off; but its length and weight, 
however he took hold of it—and he tried many times— 
impeded his flight, and, after long worrying over it, 
the bird flew off for assistance. In a few moments he 
returned with his mate, and then, standing near tbe 
strip, they appeared to hold a consultation. The chirp¬ 
ing, twittering, murmuring, and occasional ejaculations 
were all unmistakable. In a few moments these all 
ceased and the work commenced. Each took hold of 
the muslin strip, at about the same .distance in each 
case from the ends, and taking flight simultaneously, 
bore it away. Soon there was much jabbering at the 
nest: the birds could not agree how to use the Btrip, 
and it was finally abandoned; but so, too, was the nest, 
and the birdB left the neighborhood.

The track was in good 
order, for the season, but the weather was somewhat windy and 
qnlte chilly. McGregor had a strong lead In the betting, from the 
inception of thle race, and at the start pools ranged at |100 to 
to $1- 0 to $80 on McGregor. Klllamey appeared In fine condi¬ 
tion, and moved well. His game-cock cut and dashing style of 
going are well known, and need no comment. McGregor looked 
well: he Is a well made colt, showing a family resemblance to the 
Hamoletonlans, and has clear, go >a action, when started. His 
walk Is slow, and very peculiar, much like that of George Wilkes, 
when be first made his appearance on the turf. He does trotting, 
too, as that horse did, mainly on tbs last half, and does not get off 
rapidly. Tber^ were some nine bets made that 8:38, and others 


that 9:84 would be made. The Judges of the day were Messrs. 
William R. Parka. Oliver Marshall, ana 0. H. Vanness. 

First Heat.—Alter scoring several times, the word was given to 
a very fair start, KlUarney having the pole.

Camping Out. 

We think a few words on camping out would he fa¬ 
vorably received by our readers, at this season es¬ 
pecially. The first thing to be done is to call a meeting 
of those Intending to go out. Let each man take pen¬ 
cil and paper and jot down what articles he deems ne¬ 
cessary, then canvass each list in succession, leaving 
out all such as are not unanimously deemed requisite. 
By this means you acquire a double amount of cer¬ 
tainty, viz.: of not taking too much or too little. The 
real requirements of pure sportsmen ure very few. 
Solid, plain food, pure water, tea or coffee, a very little 
pure spirits to be used internally in case of a wetting, 
a good portable gridiron, a stew pan, a coffee or tea 
pot, a pail, a tomahawk for chopping wood, and a 
spade can be procured at any hardware store. For 
bedding, we should recommend each, man to have 
imprimis a water proof sheet procurable at auy lubber 
goods’ store, at least four good blankets, pr betten still, 
three blankets and a buffalo robe, rts the (alter is p, deal 
■warmer than any blanket. The next requisite is a 
light, serviceable tent, just calculated to hold your 
party and guide, if any. The last of these vary ac¬ 
cording to size and make; but we should always recom¬ 
mend a wall tent that would allow from 80 to 36 square 
feet of space to each man of the party. The next ques¬ 
tion to consider Is how long will you be out, and do 
you mean to rough it fairly? If you mean to rough it, 
take three flannel shirts, three pairs of stockings, two 
pairs of good boots, a pair of comfortable slippers, half 
a dozen old pocket handkerchiefs, a cake of soap, a 
tooth brush and a comb; also a pocket compass, a pair 
of flannel or warm pants to sleep in, and a pair of pants 
and a coat to change if wet. Take a small valise with 
your united toggery for civilized society, and leave that 
at your base of operations, along with linen collars, 
silk scarfs, shirt bosoms, cuffs and pomatum. A man 
can shoot just as straight, in fact straighter, when dis¬ 
encumbered with such gear, and the birds will be just 
as happy to see you. Returning from the individual 
outfit to the general requirements, we recommend one 
knife, fork, spoon, tin-platter and pannikin or india- 
rubber cup for each man; small boxes should be used 
for salt, pepper, tea and sugar, a sack for vegetables 
and another for bread, which should from time to time 
be renewed from your base of operations. 

The last requisite is to see your gun and itB appurte¬ 
nances complete and in good order, and if you are a 
fisherman also, that your rod, line, hooks, &c., are stout 
and reliable. Exercise yourown judgment about shells 
and the number you take, guiding yourself by the prob¬ 
ability of procuring some from your base. For our 
part we prefer to use the metal shells, and to have 
about three dozen to be reloaded as necessity dictates, 
for powder and shot is easier to handle in bulk than 
loaded up into shells. 

Now, supplied with all we want, let us start by rail 
to our base of operations, packing each separate kit by 
itself, and the general stoek by itself with the tent. If 
there are several of the party, appoint one man as com¬ 
missary to look after quarters and food; tell off another 
to look after the luggage, and a third to manage all 
traveling and to look for camp grounds. The party 
has arrived at its base, procured a guide well ac¬ 
quainted with the best localities, and left off all super¬ 
fluities. They start; arrive at the first camp ground; 
prepare to pitch their tent by selecting a suitable spot. 
This selection should be no bap-hazard affair, but a 
subject to be decided upon certain fixed principles. 


1st, propinquity to good water; 2d, with an eye to the 
prevailing wind, which can be readily ascertained in 
any land where there are trees by noticing the direction 
of Inclination in the tree tops; 8d, find a knoll, or if not 
take the lee slope of Borne rising ground so that you 
may secure drainage in case of rain. Pick out as clear 
a spot as you can. and clear (if necessary) the full space 
for your tent; pitch your tent and dig a level trench 
some 0 or 12 inches deep all round It, throwing up the 
earth In a hill along the inside of the fly, and make an 
outlet at the lowest part of your trench. Then tell off 
your party for various other duties. Let one go to pro¬ 
cure fire wood and bring in plenty of small (leafy, if 
possible) twigs to mako beds with; upon these let the 
tent man spread the bedding 1 of the various members 
of the party so as to leave a clear space the lengthways 
of the tent. Meanwhile the commissary must prepare 
for the cooking. Where a party go out to shoot for 
pleasure, we should recommend their keeping to stews 
and grills, the latter can be quickly prepared, and a 
stew can always be prepared over night, hung away in 
the pot, and quickly wanned up for supper, besides 
which they require no great culinary Bkill. 

Having got so far, we leave the rest to the individual 
prowess of each member of the community, and with 
early and regular hours, we are quite sure each mem¬ 
ber of every party will come back a happier, healthier, 
and more pleasant man than when he went out. There 
is no such elixir of life as the free air and plenty of 
good, plain food, with hunger sauce developed by ex¬ 
ercise. 

A Rifle Range Wanted. 

It is becoming more and more apparent now that it 
will soon be necessary to secure a permanent range. 
It has been stated that the range at South Park will 
not be obtainable for practice next year, and in view 
of this fact and others pointing to the necessity of ob¬ 
taining permanent quarters for this purpose, we would 
urge upon the organization the advisability of an early 
action towards securing suitable grounds that will be 
easily accessible with low rates of transit. At present, 
and perhaps for some months to come, property of this 
character can be had within a radius of about ten miles 
from the Court-house, but it cannot be long so. With 
the rapid growth of the city and its suburbs the coun¬ 
try surrounding and adjacent to the city limits will 
soon be cut up, sub-divided and occupied. With the 
winter coming on, and the present stagnation in the 
real estate market, it will bo a good time to debate the 
question of securing the location and amount of prop¬ 
erty necessary for a range of at least 1,000 yards. 

The membership has grown quite rapidly since the 
organization of the club six weeks ago. There are 
over one hundred members, and among them, men of 
respectability, influence and wealth. The exact num¬ 
ber of members was one hundred and seven, on last 
Saturday, and at the time of thiB writing the number 
has doubtless increased considerably. The club is 
amply able, and we think willing also, if the necessity 
of such a step can be made clear to them.

Dr. Bassett has opened a museum of anatomy, 
science, art and nature, at 183 Madison street. Among 
the many objects of Interest which will be found in this 
fine collection, is a series of life-size figures in wax, 
representing the victims undergoing the terrible tor¬ 
tures of the Spanish Inquisition, which was first 
founded in that country by religious fanatics in the 
thirteenth century. But it was not till 1484 that the 
supreme general Inquisition was established by Queen 
Isabella, assisted by the Cardinal Pedro Gonzales de 
Mendosa. This court was termed the “Holy Office,’’ 
and on the private accusation of some fiendish and in¬ 
human wretch, parties were brought before thiB 
court and subjected to the most barbarous tortures 
that human ingenuity could devise, whether innocent 
or guilty, as the accused were not allowed to produce 
any evidence to prove their innocence. The different 
tortures inflicted were the mouth locks, thumb screws, 
leg clamps, foot pinchers, finger crushers, breast spi¬ 
ders, flesh tearers, back straps, etc., all of which can 
be seen at Dr. Bassett’s Museum. No one can look at 
these tortures without a shudder of horror running 
through his whole system, so terrible do some of them 
appear. This is the first time that the hellish devices 
of these incarnate devils have ever been exhibited in 
this country, so we are informed. In addition to these, 
can be seen a representation of the CtBsarian operation, 
or how Ceesar was brought into the world. There are 
many curiosities which will well compensate any one 
for a visit to this museum. 

Thanks to Mr. Horace Smith, of the Forest and 
Stream, for the brace of prairie chickenB sent us this 
week on his return from a hunt out West. They wero 
very fine. 


The Rifle at Hoke.— In another column will be 
found the account of the shooting of the Chicago Rifle 
Club at their range at South Park. It was their first 
practice at five hundred yards range, and under some¬ 
what unfavorable circumstances. When the facts are 
taken into account that all the participants in the prac¬ 
tice were amateurs at long range shooting, and that 
there waa a Btrong wind blowing along the shore at the 
time of shcoting, and that this was the first regular prac¬ 
tice at so long a raDge, the score is a good one. It is 
better than might have been expected and fully up to 
the earlier scores of the now famous Creedmoor cham¬ 
pions, and better than the first records of eastern ama¬ 
teurs. Of course there is ample room for improve¬ 
ment, and it is to this end that the regular semi-weekly 
practice of every Tuesday and Saturday has been in¬ 
stituted. We hope ere long to lay before our readers 
such scores as will be the admiration and envy of older 
and more powerful organizations. 


Smuggler vs. Jefferson.— These celebrated stal¬ 
lions are matched to trot two races, one of mile heats, 
three in five, and one of two mile heats, for $1,000 a 
side.

The Injunction served against Mr. Rankin, was 
but & slim victory, as will be seen from the following decision 
given in tbe Chicago Titties of sept. 28: 

Judge Drummond's Decision. 

Judge Drammond yesterday beard a d decided the motion for 
injunction in the case of Shook &. Palmer vs. McKee Raukiu aud 
others. The greater part of the day was taken up in reading the 
pleadings and bearing the oral arguments of the counsel. At the 
conclusion the judge said that he thought the complainants were 
entitled to an injuuctlon. He could go no further than the proofs 
showed, but they were conclusive to the effect that tbe authors of 
' Lea Deux Orpbelines" had given Jackson the permission to 
translate their play; tbat he had done so, and bad had it copy¬ 
righted. He was doubly entitled to a copyright both as tran-fat- 
or and as author In tbe eye of the law. The question ti»en was 
whether the defendants bad infriuged Jackson's copyright. Ou 
that point the evidence seemed conclusive that (hey had. They 
had become acquainted wi.h th»play at the complainants' theatre 
when it was performing, so that It would not be right to permit 
them to go oa and use it contrary to the wishes of the authors. 

*1 be Court had no doubt but that the complainant had rights in 
tbe premises which ought to be protected, and he would, there¬ 
fore, issue u preliminary Injunction as asked, restraining the de¬ 
fendants from using tbe comp aioant-' play or any part of it. 

J be Judge, however, carefully stated that he in no manner 
passed on the legality of the English translation, but as fsr as tie 
bad examined it. It teemed lobe different from that of Jackson's. 
Tbe evidence, however, was not sufficient to enable him to pass 
on It. 

The victory seemed to be rather barren, for the defendants an¬ 
nounced that they were Intending to use the English version, and 
tbe legality of this cannot be ascertained until the final hearing 
of the case some months hence.

The Feeding or Hordes. 

At a meeting of Tunbridge Wells Farmers’ Club on 
Friday, the 18th ult., Mr. H. Noakes, M. R. C. V. 8., 
read a valuable paper on the process of digestion, and 
its relation to broken-wind in the horse. In noticing 
the cause in operation to produce broken wind, Mr. 
Noakes said: 

Foicmost among these is improper feeding. What 
class of horses do we find the most liable to it? Why, 
the agricultural borse. It is the practice with many, 
and.has been much more than now, to allow them bay 
ad libium, in some cases with little or no corn; so 
that they fill their stomachs almost to bursting. With 
such treatment as this, no wonder that disease super¬ 
venes, the only marvel being that the history of their 
lives is not more suddenly cut short than their wind. 
Inferior food, and a want of care in administering it, 
may be considered as among the most likely causes to 
produce this disease. Preventive measures will almost 
always be attended with success, and they mainly con¬ 
sist in paying such attention, first, to the quality of the 
food, and next to the quantity. This requires judg 
ment in its arrangement according to the class of am- 
maltreated and the work required of him. Instead of 
allowing hay to be thrown broadcast in the stable, 
make the greatest part, if not all, pasa through the 
chuff-box. f i t Be liberal in your allowance of corn, as you 
will be able to do with half the quantity of hay. Give 
some bran, a peck of linseed to each horse a week, and 
if the work be hard, a few beans. Let them have water 
frequently, and then the quantity taken will never be 
large enough to chill the stomach, or to arrest the 
process of digestion. Pay careful attention to the light, 
ventilation, and drainage of your stableB; be strict aa 
to cleanliness in ait its bearings among them, and lean 
almost vouch in your favor that broken wind will soon 
become numbered with the diseases of the past. 

By no means ever allow him to stand in the stable a 
single day; if not wanted for work, lot him betaken out 
for exercise. When the cough has been troublesome I 
have been in the habit of ordering that all water which 
the animal drinks should stand Borne hours in an 
empty Barbadoes tar tub. The small quantity of tar 
thus taken up by the water acts as a sedative to the 
lungs, aiinys the irritation, and, although simple in its 
use, I have found it in practice to aff ord great benefits, 
is little or no trouble. As to professional treatment, 
it may income cases be well to call in the advice, if 
not the treatment, of your veterinary surgeon; but all 
will tell you that more good will follow a strict atten¬ 
tion to diet than the most careful course of medicine 
under which they may be placed. 

Mr. Noakea conclnded by saying that of all the hered¬ 
itary diseases with which ne was acauainted he knew 
of none more likely to be transmitted from dam or sire 
than broken wind. A lengthy discussion ensued, in 
reply to Mr. J. R. Paine, Mr. Noakes said he had dur¬ 
ing nis experience seen a good many cotta bred from 
broken-winded horses, and in all cases early in life 
they had gone broken winded. Mr. John Noakes, Mr. 
Cable and others corroborated the remarks made by 
Mr. Noakes as to feeding.— Gazette, Dublin. ] 


The Ubiquitous Sea Serpent. 

The schooner Emily Holden arrived at Portland, Me., 
on the 26th ult., from New York. Her captain reports 
that on Sunday, the 22d ult., when the schooner was 
ten miles south southwest of Matiuicus and moving 
under a three knot breeze, the fin of a fish was seen 
500 yards off. The csew supposed it to be a sword¬ 
fish, when a man ut the masthead sung out that the 
creature was elevating its head : and that it was no 
sword-fish, and nothing like any fisli he had ever seen. 
The crew gathered in every available place where a 
view could be obtained, and they saw a long neck 
gradually projected above the water, surmounted with 
a head that appeared to be a cross between an eel’s 
and a whale’s; that is, it was long, like an eel’s and 
blunted like that of a whale. The neck, for about ten 
feet from the head, was as big and round as a large 
barrel, and there the fin began. Determined to see the 
creature clearly, the steersman put up bis helm, and 
the schooner made for the monster. Tbe craft struck 
him aft of thefinwith a “ slight shock. 1 ’ No sooner 
had the schooner touched him than with the quickness 
of a flush the fellow dived, aDd as he did so he brought 
his tail round with a whisk. The end of it struck tbe 
stem of the schooner with a slap that made the craft 
shiver and set the crockery spinning in the pantry. It 
was evidently merely a touch that the vessel received, 
which shows what would have huppened to her if the 
fish had obtained a fair blow. After tbe serpent 
dived, nothing more was seen of him, although the ves¬ 
sel cruised some time In that vicinity. The crew say if

CHESS LITERATURE ON THE ORIGIN OF THE GAME. 
The earliest trace of any game played in Europe, which modern 
authors have been pleased to mistake for chess, was the latruncn- 
lornm of the Romans, more lately called milelee. The authority 
for the mistake, and authors are generally very anxious to find 
one, is the military name for the game, and the fact that It was 
played with thirty-two pieces.
